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Neutrality 


By Watter H. C. Laves, Director of the Mid-West Office of the League of Nations Associa- 
tion, 75 E. Wacker Drive, Chicago, and Lecturer in Political Science, University of Chicago 


HE ISSUE of neutrality is an old one to the American people. During the 

wars of the French Revolution and the Napoleonic period, and again during 

the first phase of the World War, we were seeking a policy which would 
assure the recognition of our rights as a neutral. During the Civil War and during 
the second phase of the World War (1917-1918) we were concerned with our policy 
as a belligerent in relation to other powers attempting to exercise their neutral 
rights. A useful volume on America’s neutrality policy before the World War is 
Charles G. Fenwick’s The Neutrality Laws of the United States, Carnegie Endow- 
ment for International Peace, Washington, 1913. The present flood of literature 
differs in important respects from that which appeared in earlier periods. First, it 
far surpasses that of all previous periods in the quantity of books, pamphlets, and 
magazine articles. Second, it not only deals with existing conflicts, such as the Span- 
ish conflict and the Far Eastern crisis, but it is also concerned with American policy 
during possible future wars. Finally, its primary focus is upon the question of how 
the United States may best keep out of war, rather than how we may best insure 
observance of America’s rights as a neutral. 

Following the World War, when a system of collective security was being built 
in Geneva and when the United States became associated with international efforts 
toward peace through the Kellogg-Briand Peace Pact, writers, insofar as they con- 
sidered the neutrality question at all, were attempting to discover the effect of the 
new international law upon our traditional neutrality policy. This is the approach 
of two Foreign Policy Reports, Neutral Rights and Maritime Law (Foreign Policy 
Reports, Vol. IV, No. 1, Mar. 16, 1928. Foreign Policy Association, 8 West goth St., 
N.Y. Reports, $5 a year; single copies, 25c), and American Neutrality and League 
Wars (Vol. IV, No. 2, Mar. 30, 1928); of Quincy Wright’s The Future of Neutral- 
ity (Carnegie Endowment for International Peace, Division of Intercourse and 
Education, “International Conciliation” Series No. 242, Sept. 1928, 5c), and of 
American Neutrality and International Police, by Philip C. Jessup (World Peace 
Foundation Pamphlets, Vol. XI, No. 3, 1928, World Peace Foundation, Boston, 
Mass., $1.25). 
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The subject of neutrality came up for widespread discussion again with the 
increasing threat of war in Europe after 1933, the growing disillusionment of the 
American people over the causes of the World War, and the revelations of the Nye 
Committee munitions inquiry, which drew public attention to some factors con- 
tributing to American involvement in the War. These factors combined to give 
momentum to Congressional proposals for legislation which would determine Ameri- 
can policy in advance of the outbreak of a major war. 

The passage of the Neutrality Act of 1935 and its subsequent amendment in 1936 
and 1937 brought forth many comments of a general nature. Books in this group 
include Can We Stay Out of War? by Phillips Bradley (Norton, 1936, $3), Can We 
Be Neutral? by A. W. Dulles and Hamilton Fish Armstrong (Harper, 1936, $1.50), 
Is America Afraid? A New Foreign Policy for the United States, by Livingston 
Hartley (Prentice-Hall, 1937, $2.50), The Tragic Fallacy, by M. A. Hallgren (Knopf, 
1937, $4), Neutrality for the United States, by E. M. Borchard and W. P. Lage 
(Yale University Press, 1937, $3.50), and The Final Choice: America Between Europe 
and Asia, by Stephen and Joan Raushenbush (Reynal & Hitchcock, 1937, $2.50). 
The American Academy of Political and Social Science devoted its Annals of July, 
1937, to “The United States and World War,” including a supplement on “The 
Economics of Isolation” (Philadelphia, $2), and the Foreign Policy Association 
issued four pertinent studies: two Foreign Policy Reports by Raymond L. Buell, 
The New American Neutrality (Vol. X1, No. 23, Jan. 15, 1936, 25c) and The Neu- 
trality Act of 1937 (Vol. XIII, No. 14, Oct. 1, 1937, 25c); and two “Headline Books,” 
War Tomorrow: Will We Keep Out? edited by Ryllis A. Goslin (No. 1, 1935, 35c), 
and America Contradicts Herself, by R. C. Alexander and W. T. Stone (No. 7, 
1936, 35c). The Carnegie Endowment for International Peace contributed A Study 
of Neutrality Legislation: Report of a Committee of the National Peace Conference 
(“International Conciliation” Series No. 216, Jan. 1926, 5c). 

Among the voluminous periodical literature, only a few articles can be mentioned. 
Several are in The American Journal of International Law: one by J. W. Garner, 
“The United States Neutrality Act of 1937” (Vol. 31:385-97, July 1937); three by 
Philip Jessup, “New Neutrality Legislation” (Vol. 29:665-70, Oct. 1935). “Toward 
Further Neutrality Legislation” (Vol. 30:262-5, April 1936), and “Neutrality Legis- 
lation—1937” (Vol. 31:306-13, April 1937); one by E. Dumbauld on “Neutrality 
Laws of the United States” (Vol. 31:258-70, April 1937). Another by J. W. Gar- 
ner, “Recent American Neutrality Legislation” appears in International Affairs 
(Vol. 16:853-79, Nov. 1937). Phillips Bradley writes on “Neutrality—as of 1936 
and 1937,” in The American Political Science Review (Vol. 31:100-13, Feb. 1937). 
“Establishing a Neutrality Policy for America” appears in the Congressional Digest 
(Vol. 15:3-14, Jan. 1936). 

Appraisals of the meaning of the new American policy in relation to inter- 
national organization and collective security are to be found in Neutrality and 
Collective Security (Lectures on the Harris Foundation, 1936) edited by Quincy 
Wright (University of Chicago Press, $2.50), in American Neutrality in a Future 
War by H. W. Briggs and R. L. Buell (Foreign Policy Reports, XI, No. 3, April 
10, 1935, 25¢); in American Neutrality and Collective Security by R. L. Buel! 
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(Geneva Special Studies No. 26, Geneva Research Center, Geneva, Switzerland, 
1935, 35¢)3; in The United States and Neutrality by Quincy Wright (Public Policy 
Pamphlets, No. 17, University of Chicago Press, 1935, 25c); in International Secur- 
ity; the American Role in Collective Action for Peace by Philip C. Jessup (Council 
on Foreign Relations, N.Y., 1935, $1.50); and in Neutrality and War Prevention by 
Henry L. Stimson (“International Conciliation” Series No. 312, Sept. 1935, 5c). 
Interesting discussions of this topic in the periodical literature are “Implications of 
the Kellogg Pact with Respect to American Foreign Policy” by C. A. Berdahl in 
The New York University Law Review (Vol. 15:82-106, Nov. 1937), “The Cove- 
nant of the League of Nations and Neutrality” by J. L. Kunz in the Proceedings 
of the American Soctety of International Law (1935:36-45) and “Is Neutrality 
Consistent with International Co-operation?” by F. R. Coudert, in the Proceedings 
of the Academy of Political Science, New York (Vol. 16:163-74, Jan. 1935). 

The special problem of sanctions is considered in “Neutrality and Sanctions,” in 
The Round Table (Board of Associated Students of Beloit College, Beloit, Wis., 
$2.50 a year. Vol. 25:697-709, Sept. 1935) and Neutrality vs. Sanctions by B. W. 
Patch (Editorial Research Reports, 1013 13th St., N.W., Washington, 50c). 

The bearing of neutrality on civil wars is discussed in “The United States and 
the Spanish Civil War” by G. A. Finch, in The American Journal of International 
Law (Vol. 31: 74-81, Jan. 1937); in “Neutrality and Civil Wars” by Edwin Borchard 
American Journal of International Law (Vol. 31:304-6, April 1937); and in 
United States Neutrality in the Spanish Conflict by R. L. Buell (Foreign Policy 
Reports, XIII, No. 17, Nov. 15, 1937, 25¢). 

The relation between neutrality and wartime communications has been discussed 
in “Telecommunications and Neutrality,” by F. C. DeWolf, American Journal of 
International Law (Vol. 30:117-23, Jan. 1936). 

Relatively little reliable material has appeared on the economic consequences of 
a policy of neutrality. This is probably because it is difficult to forecast the situations 
in which the Act may be invoked, and because the Act provides for varying degrees 
of control, depending upon executive discretion. That any application of the Act 
must involve the munitions trade is clear, however, and a number of articles have 
considered this particular economic consequence. Some of these are: “Contraband 
and Neutral Trade” (Proceedings of the Academy of Political Science, N.Y. Vol. 
16:185-94, Jan. 1935); “Neutrality and the Munitions Traffic” by E. D. Dickinson 
(Proceedings of the American Society of International Law, 1935: 45-71); “Supervis- 
ing the American Trafic in Arms” (Foreign Affairs, Vol. 15:729-44, July 1937). 

More general studies of the economic consequences of neutrality have been made 
by A. W. Dulles in “The Cost of Peace” (Foreign Affairs, Vol. 12:567-78, July 
1934); by J. Dickinson in “Neutrality and Commerce” (Proceedings of the Amer- 
ican Society of International Law, 1935; 106-21); by A. T. Klots in “Neutrality Laws 
and Exceptions to Commercial Treaties” (Proceedings of the American Society of 
International Law, 1936: 138-62, 170-8). The Annals of the American Academy of 
Political and Social Science for July, 1936, contains a special supplement on “Eco- 
nomic Aspects of Neutrality” (Vol. 186). 

The first thorough study of the probable economic consequences of a policy of 
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neutrality in a given set of circumstances (the present Far Eastern crisis) has been 
made under the auspices of the League of Nations Association by Eugene Staley, 
under the title War Losses to a Neutral (League of Nations Association, 8 W. goth 
St., N.Y., Dec. 1937, 25c). This is beyond doubt the best comprehensive treatment 
of this aspect of the question, although the Institute of Pacific Relations has pub- 
lished important current materials bearing on the subject in its fortnightly research 
service, The Far Eastern Survey (American Council, Institute of Pacific Relations, 
129 E. 52d St., N.Y. Single copies 25c). 

While primary concern has centered about the present law of the United States, 
new light has been thrown on our experience as a neutral during the World War 
by Charles Seymour’s American Neutrality, 1914-1917; Essays on the Causes of 
American Intervention in the World War (Yale University Press, 1936, $2), by 
C. Hartley Grattan’s Why We Fought (Vanguard Press, 1929, $3.50), by Walter 
Millis’ The Road to War, America, 1914-1917 (Houghton, 1935, $3), by Charles 
Warren’s Troubles of a Neutral (“International Conciliation” Pamphlets, Series No. 
301, June 1934, 5c), and by A. M. Morrissey’s “United States and the Rights of 
Neutrals, 1917-1918” in The American Journal of International Law (Vol. 31:17-30, 
Jan. 1937). Space does not permit the listing of all the general studies on the history 
of America’s involvement in the World War, but a bibliography on the subject has 
been compiled by B. E. Schmitt (“American Neutrality, 1914-17,” Journal of Modern 
History, Vol. 8:200-11, June 1936). 

The literature bearing upon our position as a neutral in the current Far Eastern 
conflict has been reviewed by Bruno Lasker in Tue Bookuisr for January 15, 1938. 

The most comprehensive treatment of all aspects of neutrality is the four-volume 
study, Neutrality, lts History, Economics and Law, prepared under the auspices of 
the Columbia University Council for Research in the Social Sciences (Columbia Uni- 
versity Press, 1935-36, Vols. 1-3, $3.75 each; vol. 4, $2.75). The first volume, by P. C. 
Jessup and Francis Deak, is on The Origins; the second, by W. A. Phillips and 
A. H. Reede, treats The Napoleonic Period; the third, by Edgar Turlington, con- 
siders The World War Period; the last, by P. C. Jessup, is on Today and Tomorrow. 

The text of the Act of 1937 may be conveniently found in an “International Con- 
ciliation” pamphlet entitled The United States and World Organization During 
1936 (Series No. 331, June 1937, 5c). The Hearings on the Act of 1935 and on the 
amendments of 1936 and 1937 are available through the Government Printing 
Office. In these hearings is found expert testimony on the subject of the legislation. 

The most comprehensive bibliography on neutrality is to be found in The Neu- 
trality Policy of the United States compiled by Julia E. Johnsen (The Reference 
Shelf, Vol. 10, No. 7, H. W. Wilson Co., 1936, goc). This useful handbook contains 
also extensive excerpts from discussions of the subject, and an outline of the argu- 
ments set forth. Other bibliographies are “A Selected List of 1935 References on 
Neutrality” (Congressional Digest Vol. 15:32, Jan. 1936), A List of Recent Ref-
